(ITY FINANCIAL AFE: 


We have suggested a way out of the 
financial difficulty into which our city 
has been thrust by the ill-advised in- 
junction of Farrtncron and, others. 
We have suggested a special tax which 
will meet the case in all its bearings. 
It will enable the city to pay the in- 
terest on its bonds and prevent what 
so many desire—the farther issuance 
of serip; and it will enable the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen to 
sustain existing scrip up te its 
Ppresent value, We real- 
fie the pride of Dr. Lerrwicit and 
the Board have in the advance of city 
scrip from to SS cents. We can 
imagine that in their zeal to sustain 
these figures and to prevent our bonds 
from falling back from os to 2s cents 
the figures at which they wene selling 
when the Lerrwictt administration 
commenced—they would be willing to 
part with our railroad bonds, or any 
other property that would anywhere 
pear satisfy the demand of our cred- 
fitors. But the time for selling has not 
arrived. Thecity is not bankrupt. 
On the contrary, she has not been in 
x0 fair a financial condition these three 
years, She is not yet out of the woods, 
but is nearing the confines. Her in- 
dustries are increasing, and her guin

in population and wealth is 
steady. When the Little Rock 
Railroad is finished, it is fair to 
conclude that, like all east and 


west roads it will at once become the 
media of an accession of trade, of pop- 
ulation and of,commercial activity 
that will lighten our burdens of taxa- 
tion and enable us to bear easily what 
now is almost intolerable. <A special 
tax to pay the July interest, collecta- 
ble within, say six to twelve months, 
will only be*in the nature of a farther 
subsidy to the Little Roek railroad, 
and to save the stock of the city in 
that¢great enterprise, destined be 
the first in importance in this section. 
If it was worth subscribing to in the 
first place, and was so much valued a 
few years ago as that the city) mort- 
gaged the pavy-yard property for the 
purpose of preventing its falling into 


valuable now that it is 
near completion. Ifwe were willing 
to jeopardise our property rights in 
the navy yard to save this road when 
not half way constructed what ought 
we not do now, when it isnot only 
nearly finished, but our credit is at 
stake? It is plainly our duty to hold 
on to our Little Rock railroad stock, 
and it is also plainly our duty to sus- 
tain our credit. We can do both by 
special tax, and to that 
we must come at last. If we issue 
serip it will afford, perhaps, what ix. 
desired by certain tax-payers—an op- 
portunity to pay what they owe in de- 
preciated paper. To sell the stock is 
to surrender all influence, control or 
management in what will be the lead- 
ing Pacific railroad. it is plain, then, 
that the special tax is the only reme- 
dy out of our difficulties.

It 
confused, disconnected, and, in many 
respects, contradictory. Ficures is 
one Of the men who turned States’ 
evidence. The next military witness 
is Dr. Frivru, whose testimony is said 
to be more connected, direct and 
pointed. Héis said to have impli- 
cated several of those who are under- 
going trial. There are overa hundred 
witnesses yet to be examined, and ifit 
takes as long to get through with each 
of them as it has done thus far, (aver- 
aging about one a day,) the trial will 
last nearly three months longer. Of 
course it is impossible to form any 
opinion of the result at this early 
stage of the proceedings. It will re- 
quire perhaps a month -or six weeks 
for the prosecutien to close, and when 
it is finished, the defense comes in, 
and may present features that will 
Change the entire aspect of the case.

THE MANDAMUS CASE. 


Decision Rendered by Judge Reeves 


Yesterday. 


He Decides the Law in Favor of Wal- 
lace. but Declares he has 
no Recourse. 


Below we present to our readers the de- 
cision of his Honor Judge Reeves, of the 
Circuit Court, in the case of Wallace vs. 
Williams, on application for a peremptory 
writ of mandamus: 

Tt will be seen that the Court has de- 
cided every legal proposition in favor of 
Gen. Wallace and would have awarded 
the writ of pererniptory mandamus but for 
the fact that the Judges of the Election 
had so made out their returns that it was 
impossible for Williams to discriminate 
between the legal and the illegal votes, 
all having been summed up and the total 
given. 

This decision gives positive assurance 
ofGen. Wallace's right to the office, and 
no doubt can now be @éntertained as to the 
result of the proceedings instituted by 
him to contest the eleetion in the Chan- 
cory Court. The object had in view by 
(ion. Wallace in fora mandamus 
was to prevent, if possible, the induction 
of Fludson into office, knowing full well 
that occupying the offiee he would pro- 
tract the litigation by appeal and other- 
wise, for an indefinite time, and thus de- 

rive CGien, Wallace of his seat upon the 
and foist himself upon a people 
who, in the face of innumerable frauds by 
him and his party, fairly deteated him by 
several hundred majority. But as oflice 
is allthat Ifudson and many others of 


ilk erayve, we need not be surprised to 


sacraligions hands and disgracing the po- 
sition long since prostituted by his immme- 
diate predecessor. 

The following is the decision: 

Ist. That all votes east at the late judi- 


cial election by votes residing withoat: 


the Fifth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Civil Districts of this county to 
vote for any candidate for the oflice of 
Criminal Judge were illegal; that the 
(‘ode, section 41, refers to the acts of 1854 
which tixes the limits and bound of the ju- 
risdiction of the Criminal Court and the 
voters therein, and that the subsequent 
acts of and extending the jurisdic- 
tion of the said Court to all offenses com- 
mitted within the county against the Rev- 
enue Laws, did not extend the right of 
franchise with it, 

2d. That the Commissioner of Registra- 
tion could not go behind the sworn returns 
of the Judges of Election, who are, under 
the decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
State, judicial officers; that the aets of 
such officers could only be reviewed ina 
case of contested election. 

dd. That the Court could mot eomipel the 
returning ofliecer todo what the law prohi- 
bits; that it would be a misdemeanor for 
the Sheriff, or returning officer as the ease 


‘may be, to take out the poll boxes, or any 
Judges of 


ballots placed there by the 
Mlection, they being acompetent Court to 
determine the qualifications of voters. 

4th. That owing to the failure of the 
Judges and Clerks of the election, acting 
under the instructions of the Registrar, 
to keep the different classes of votes In 
such ainanneras to be able to designate 
in their returns the locality of each voter, 
the Commissioner was wnable to-do his 
duty as prescribed by the Code. 

The Court therefore ordered that the de- 
fendant be discharged from his answer, 
and that. the peremptory mandanis be 
denied the petitioner, That the rule re- 
straining the Commissioner from making 
and jorwarding his returns to the Secre- 
tary of State be set aside, and for nought 
held, and that he make said returns ae- 
eordinglhy.

Confederate guerilla lately murdered by 
‘the Loval League in Henderson county, 


is oneof singular romance, and. though, 
as we said in noticing his death, he was a 
bold, bad man, shows him to have been a 
man of no ordinary calibre, and 

withal of many redeéming traits, He 
was not over twenty-six years old when 
he was so untimely taken off, having en- 
tered upon his career as a guerilla when 
only about seventeen vears of age, He 


was a native of the neighborhood of Jack - 


— 


son, Tenn., and was born of very poor 
arents. His father died before the break- 
ing out of the war, and he was left the 
sole stay of a widowed and infirm mother. 
Some time in ’62 the Federals, who were 
then occupying Jackson, came to his mo- 
her’s house, and, as was their habit, 
lundered it, grossly insulting her. 

oung Bradford was not at home at the 
time, but on returning and learning what 
hey had done, he registered a yow of 
vengeance against the whole race, He 
first went round among his neighbors 
and got together a vear'’s supply of 
wood and provisions for his mother, and. 
then arming himself he commenced way- 


every nan who straggled in his way. He 
Was soon joined by other youths in the 
neighborhood, all of whom were splendid- 
Iv mounted and armed with the horses 
and accoutrements taken from those whom 
they killed. His company or band, in a 
short time after he took the road, number- 
ed sixty men, he being the acknowedged 
leader, and so watehful, determined and 
merciless were they that Bradford's “guer- 
rillas,’’ or ‘*seouts,’’ became the terror of 


the Yankee army at Jackson. [1 was 
certain death for single men or 
small parties io venture outide of 
the lines, and at -last§ Bradford's 


troop became so bold that it was unsafe 
for a Yankee courier to come out of Jaek- 
son with less than a regiment of men at 
his heels. Bradford was as cunning and 
crafty as he was brave and pittiless, Often 
aud often he disguised himself as a 
chicken pedler, or something of that ik, 
and entered the enemy’s lines, remaining 
long enough to learn their plans sufli- 
ciently to make his arrangements to 
thwart them. At the close of the war, 
like too many kindred spirits on both 
sides, he became dissatistied with the 
sameness of the every dav life, and to 
gratify the craving for excitement he took 
to a life which eventually caused hin 
to be hunted down and arrested 
as an outlaw. During the war, and since, 
Bradford made himself very obnoxions to 
the “Union men” of Jackson and that 
country, and when he fellinto the hands 
ofthe law, these cowardly hounds, who 
did not dare to approach him when free 
and able to detend himiscl!, set upon him 
and murdered him, The exponent and 
organ in this city of the party to which his 
assassins belong, which is so ready to lay 
to the Ku-Klux every crime committed in 
the State, has been singularly reticent in 
this affair, Howisit?
